We  believe  , 
that  she  is  just  as  much  entitled  to  this 
payment  as  are  bread*winners,  for  ex¬ 
ample,  entitled  to  payment  for  the  work 
they  do. 

If  the  Secretary  chooses  not  to  keep 
her  Rewards,  that,  of  course,  is  a  matter 
over  which  we  have  no  control;  just  as 
one’s  employers  could  not  object  to  his 
giving  away  his  salary  the  minute  he 
received  it.  They  might  prefer  that  he 


take  it  home  to  his  family,  but  if  he 
didn’t — why  they  really  could  not  in¬ 
terfere. 

One  point,  however,  that  is  very  im¬ 
portant  in  this  connection  is  this:  chat  the 
chief  work  in  running  a  Club,  as  in 
anything  else,  is  starting  it.

Hence  if  a  Club-member  should  go  to 
a  Secretary  and  say;  “Give  me  the  Re¬ 
ward  this  time.  I  will  make  up  the  order 
and  send  it  off,”  the  Club-member  would 
be  asking  for  more  pay  than  she  >vas 
entitled  to,  because  a  small  part  of  that 
Reward  suffices  to  repay  the  Secretary 
for  the  little  work  of  sending  the  order 
—the  rest  of  it  is  her  pay  for  her  more 
important  effort  in  starting  the  Club. 

Such  is  the  unerring  American  spirit 
of  fair  play  that  no  one  who  realizes 
this  w'ould  want  a  Secretary  to  give  up 
what  is  rightfully  hers.  However  gen¬ 
erous  and  kind-hearted  tlie  Secretary 
might  be,  no  Club-member  w'OulJ  know¬ 
ingly  impose  upon  her  good-nature— no 
one  would  want  pay  that  another  had 
already  earned.

Vanilla  Sponge 


Six  tablespoons  Corn  Starch 
Four  tablespoons  Sugar 
One-eighth  teaspoon  Salt 
Two  cups  Milk 
One-half  teaspoon  Vanilla 
Two  Egg-w'hites 

Scald  two  cups  milk.  Mix  dry  ingre¬ 
dients  and  add  one-half  cup  milk.  Add 
to  hot  milk  and  cook  in  double-boiler 
twenty  minutes.  Add  beaten  whites,  mold 
and  serve  with  chocolate  sauce. 

Chocolate  Sauce 

One  square  Unsweetened  Chocolate 

Three-fourths  tablespoon  Corn  Starch 

One-half  cup  Sugar 

One  tablespoon  Watdr 

One  cup  Milk 

Two  Egg-yolks 

One-half  teaspoon  Vaoilla 


Mix  sugar,  grated  chocolate  and  boiling 
water.  Add  scalded  milk.  Mix  corn 
starch  with  beaten  egg-yolks  and  add  to 
scalded  milk.  Cook  ten  minutes.  Cool 
slightly  and  pour  over  pudding. 


Royal  Pudding 


Whip  one  cup  cream  until  stiff.  Add 
yolks  two  eggs,  three  tablespoons  sugar, 
one-fourth  teaspoon  salt,  beaten  whites  of 
two  eggs,  1  teaspoon  Orange  Extract. 
Slice  one-half  can  apricots.  Butter  a 
mold  and  sprinkle  with  bread-crumbs. 
Alternate  layers  of  apricots.  Cream  mix¬ 
ture  and  bread-crumbs  using  one-half  cup 
bread-crumbs.  Have  top  layer  of  bread¬ 
crumbs  and  dot  with  butter.  Bake  thirtv 
minutes  in  a  moderate  oven  and  serve 
with  sweetened  whipped  cream. 

Apple  Pudding 

Brush  eight  slices  of  bread  with  melted 
butter  and  cut  in  narrow  strips.  Line  a 
buttered  mold  with  strips.  Pare  and 
slice  six  apples.  Add  one  cup  sugar,  one 
tablespoon  butter,  one-fourth  cup  chopped 
almonds  and  one  teaspoon  Larkin  Lemon 
Extract.  Turn  into  the  mold,  cover  with 
strips  of  buttered  bread  and  bake  in  a 
moderate  oven  thirtv  minutes.  Serve 
with  cream  or  a  lemon  sauce. 

Fruit  Charlotte 

Butter  a  baking-dish.  Combine  two 
cups  bread-crumbs  with  one-half  cup 
sugar,  one-fourth  cup  chopped  suet  and  a 
few  gratings  nutmeg.  Put  one-half  mix¬ 
ture  in  baking-dish.  Add  tw*o  cups  stewed 
fruit  as  apricots  or  peaches  and  cover 
w'iih  remaining  mixture.  Dot  with  (wo 
tablespoons  butler  and  grate  a  little  nut¬ 
meg  over  top.  Bake  in  moderate  oven 
forty-five  minutes.  Serve  with  fruit  juice 
or  cream.  Add  one  teaspoon  Lemon  Ex¬ 
tract  to  fruit  juice  or  one  teaspoon  Va¬ 
nilla  to  cream. 

Pineapple  Tapioca  Cream 

Dice  enough  canned  pineapple  to  make 
(w*o  cups.  Add  one-fourth  cup  pineapple 
juice  and  scald  in  double-boiler.  Add 
one-fourth  cup  Small  Pearl  Tapioca 
w'hich  has  been  soaked  over  night  in 
water  to  cover  and  drained.  Add  one- 
fourth  teaspoon  salt  and  cook  thirty  min¬ 
utes.  Stir  in  one-fourth  cup  sugar,  one 
teaspoon  Larkin  Lemon  Extract  and 
beaten  whites  of  tw'o  eggs.  Serve  cold 
in  sherbet  glasses  topped  with  sweetened 
whipped  cream.
